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Jugrio Wada’s Trip To Norman 
Tribute To Japanese Endurance 


Several men of the white race have 
completed the trip this winter to 
Norman and return, a trip notable in 


achievement and human endurance, 
embracing travelling in Arctic rezions 
for 2,500 miles devoid of railroads 
or other recognized means of convey- 
ance, To these men such as Billy 
George, Tony Neis, Slim Bain and 4 
few others credit belongs, but in fair- 
ness to the men of the flowery king- 
jom of Japan, Jugria Wada, forty- 
ax years of age, who left Fort Mc- 
Murray on the Sth of January for the 
Norman oil fields, with three un- 
trained pups and one dog for the 
journey the hat must come off. 

This indomitable Jap who has spent 
just thirty years in Arctic travel and 
exploration now is resting peaceably 
at the Macdonald hotel, having made 
the long trip to Norman in forty-one 
days actual travel and the return in 
forty-one days. The travelling time 
by hours of this native of\Japan is 
294 hours on the way to the oil 
fields and 285 hours in the return. 
Achievements of physical endurance 
are usually claimed by the «white 
race, but this record of Wada estab- 
lishes the fact that the men of 
Japan are able to hold their own 
with any competitors of the world. 

Hae Outanding Record. 

This is not the first time that Jugrie 
Wau. has distinguished himself {uo 
feats of travel of outstanding import- 
ance. This yellow man has earned 
to the approbation of the magazine

Returning to Herschel 
Island, he started back to Nome. The 
season was near ite close and six days 
from point Narrow he found himeelt 
without food; he cut the seal lashings 
on his sled and the seal ‘bukluks’ on 
his feet, and fed them to the dogs. 
leaving Point Barrow, where food 
was obtained from the Eskimo, he 
worked his way as far as Point Hope 
and then In an oomiak or skin-boad 
he paddle@ to Cape Blossom, where 
he caught the steamer Corwin for 
Nome? 

“When one hears true etories of the 
feats of travel over ice and snow ac- 
complished by the unrecorded heroes 

f these frontier mining camps, the

His stay 
in the Californian mecca was short 
lived as he sailed on an Alaskan seal- 
ing vessel within a few months after 
his arrival in ‘Frisco. It was during 
that first notable voyage that Wada 
was gripped by the attraction of the 
great north. For the last thirty years 
this little yellow man has spent little
